M e have often been struck with the peculiar- 
it ie* of this strange, notorious individual. 

Ever since we knew of him we have never been 
able to determinine whether he was sane or in- 
sane, a genuine lover of his country, or a splen- 
did demagogue. In the opening of his career, 
when his country was struggling to be free, 
when its strong arms and stout hearts were 
striking and beating for the preservation of their 
homes and friends, and he was their leader, we 
were strongly impressed at the difference be- 
tween his promises, threats, and high sounding 
words and those of his actions. The spirit 
which manifested itself in the terrible "high- 
falu;in"of his proclamations and pronunciamen- 
tns and the imbecility of his manner of carrying 
them out was discernablc to the most casual 
observer. One would have supposed froth read- 
ing the one that he was possessed of the cour- 
age ami genius that could pull up mountains by 
the roots, and with comparative ease, hurl them 
with deadly force at the heads of gods; and 
from the other that he had not spirit enough to 
defend himself from the attack of a half-grown 
school-boy. In his professions he loved his 
country next, if not equal, to his God. In his 
matchless patriotism he swore to liberate her or 
die and leave his martyred remains in her bo- 
som as a bloody trophy to inspirit those who 
might come after him; and yet at the moment 
of its first reverse of arms he saved his precious 
life by making tracks as fast as possible for a 
distant land. . 

Having left his comrade', to take careof them- 
selves as he had done, or to immolate themselves 
for their country as he had promised to do, he wa», 
by the noble courage and generosity uf Turkey, 
saved. He knew next what to do to maintain his 
already acquired notoriety, and transposing him- 
self into a sort of pedagogue for nations, came 
across the broad Atlantic !o tench us freeman how 
to be more free, and perpetuate that freedom to 
the end of time. He was master of our lan- 
guage. "Thoughts that breathed and words 
that burned" were in his head and on his lips, 
and with eloquence "to stir men's blood" he be- 
came a Peter-the-hermit for political religion. — 
Himself was the tomb where the holiest of all 
holy freedom was buried, and it was our first 
and highest duty to rescue it from the ruthless 
hand of the barbarous infidel. But men here 
were not as disposed to listen, with melting 
t'yes and shocked hearts, to the idle tales of an 
enthusiast as were those of idd, and some had 
even the audacity to think and assert that he 
was rather liarnumish and presumed overmuch 
upon the generally acknowledged gullibility of 
our people. The avowed great object of his im- 
mortal mission failed, however, and with the 
exception of not a few thousand dollars in the 
real "chink," besides being feasted and treated at 
the public expense, he left our shores, and us, in 
as great a quandary in regard to his real cha:- 
actcr as wo Were before. He left us not one 
whit the wiser in the great lessons of freedom 
than when he came. Benighted as we are, we 
seem obStinately determined to pursue the same 
tracks as those f'dlowed by Washington, Jeffer- 
son. Jackson and others, even though it lead us 
to the same fate to which Kossuth led his own 
doomed country. He left us without taking 
with him those eigldij thousand saddles with 
which he was to ride down and over the enemies 
of himself and countrymen, nor did he take 
along witli him all those mu«kcts which he d'd 
not purchase, and perhaps, never expected to 
purchase. Wc presume his far-seeing eye and 
splendid military genius had discovered in the 
art of war a new manoeuvre on the battle field 
that would annihilate the whole of the hosts of 
Austria at one full swoop of eighty thousand 
sa Idles, which by his vast skill had been trans- 
formed into an "infernal machine.' 

Be that as it may, the "apostle of liberty" is 
still abroad, and true to his instincts, is at- 
tempting at this time to Barnumize old John 
Bull. Two or three times he has taken the 
animal by the cars to teach it how to fighf. 
But the animal seems to have heeded it but 
little, and has kept on in the, even tenor of 
its way in spite of all those flaming sen 
tenccj which ,ho thought would fall like coals 
of fire upon their cold hearts and kindle them 
into ablaze that would bo felt and seen, not 01. 
lv from every mountain top in Hungary and 
Poland, but all Europe and Asia. It may or il 
may not be a pity that England has not follow 
cd the advice of the illustrious Maguire in the 
prosecution of the war she is now making against 
the ambition of the Czar of Russia, for we care 
but little which goes down in the. struggle, but 
we think England has acted shabbily towards 
him in not appointing him generalissimo of the 
allied forces. With him and Gen. Watson Webb 
of the New York Courier and Enquirer, at their 
head, Sevastopol might now be a mass of ruins 
over which the haughty Czar would weep as 
"bitter tears a? were shed by Marius over the 
a-hes of Carthage.

That our faith in the great princi- 
ples of the Democratic party is firm and un- 
shaken, and we will adhere to and support them, 
believing them to be the only true principles 
which have stood the test of time in the practi- 
cable administration of the affairs of our Nation- 
al Government. 

Resolved, That the fundamental principles of 
Democracy are at war with, and a itagonistic to 
fecret political organizations and all proscrij- 
tion for religious opinions. 

Resolccd, That we cordially endorse the ad- 
ministration of President Pierce, as fully carry- 
ing out and sustaining the true principles of the 
Democratic party and the country. 

Risolved. That we moat heartily approve and 
endorse the Nebraska and Kansas Bill, as em- 
bodying the letter and spirit of our Federal 
Constitution, on the subject of the sovereignty 
of the people of the States and Territories, 
over all Questions of local State policy, not 
coming in contact with the Federal Constitu- 
tion.

Resolccd, That we do cordially approve of the 
proposition to hold a District Convention, at 
Benton, to nominate a Democratic candidate for 
Congress, and we recommend Thursday, the 1st 
dav of March next as the time.

A Matter ok Reflection kok hue Kxow-Notii- 
ixus. — Geo. Bancroft, the'great historian, in a 
recent address which he delivered before the 
Historical Society, of New York, thus eloquent- 
ly alluded to the obligations we owe to other 
lands: 

"Our land is not more the recipient of men of 
all countries than of their ideas. Annihilate 
the past of anyone leading nation of the world, 
and our destiny would have been changed. — 
Italy and Spain, in the persons of Columbus and 

Isabella, joined together for the great discovery 
that opened America to emigration and com- 
merce; Fiance contributed to its independence; 
the search for the origin of the language wespeak 
carries us to India; OUT religion is from Pales- 
tine;pf the hymus sung in our churches, some 
were first heard in Italy, some in the desert of 
Arabia, some on the hanks of tho Euphrates; 
our arts cyme from Greece, our jurisprudence from 
Rome, our nwrratimc code f.om Russia; England 
taught us the system of representative govern- 
ment; the noble republic of the United Provinces 
bequeathed to us, in the world of thought, the 
great idea of the" toleration of all opinion I — in 
the world of action, the prolific principles of 
federal Union. Our country stands, therefore, 
more than any other, as the realization of the 
unity of the races." 

Mr. Socle. — The following extracts of a letter 
f oil Mr Soule to Mr. .Mason, announcing that the 
F .elicit government had prohibited him from 
passing through France, appear in the Journal 
L'Honjme: 

'This case will not admit of any equivocation. 
Of an outrage which attacks my public charac- 
ter, M. Bonaparte endeavor- t)ina/c thus tardi- 
ly and craf.ily a personal affront, my antecedents 
he has told yo i 'being nf a nature to provoke the 
attention of the imperial government.' 

' Well, I will oppose my antecedents to those 
of my ins iller. 

"As you know, I exiled myself voluntarily in 
185'J, to escape persecution brought upon me by 
the ardent struggle in which 1 had ,engaoea 
against the deplorable policy inaugurated by the 
accession of Charles X to the throne of France, 
and which in 1838. led to the breaking by the 
people of the crown of that monarch. 

"Whilst I waaetndying liberty in the coun- 
try of my adoption; whilst I was devoting my- 
self to serious pursuits — thanks to which I have 
been able to become what I am — M. Louis Bona- 
parte, twice a rebel and once a murderer, ap- 
peared as a criminal before the grand tribunal 
of the nation over which he at present resigns as 
an insolent despot, and was condemned te an 
ignominious punishment. 

"Whilst a Senator, elected by the free and un- 
solicited suffrages of the State of Louisiana, I 
mounted the steps of the Capitol, M. Louis Bona- 
parte was bathing in the blood of a people mas- 
sacred by the sbirrors whom he had just enrolled 
to make them the monsters of his appetite and 
co ,"et ousness." •

Prom lbs Washington Union. 
The President's Hessu^-o— t li rtUer He- 
flections. 

No document that has ever issued from an 
American Executive has been waited for with 
more solicitude than the second annual message 
of President Pierce; and judging from indica 
tions, none has ever been received with more 
general satisfaction. The National Intelligencer 
of yesterday takes the lead in commendations of 
its general tone, and of its direct and luminous 
style. That paper says: 

"Respecting the message of yesterday, we 
are gratified lo find that all whicti-was predict- 
ed of its unexceptionable character has been 
substantially verified." It is certainly distin- 
guished by moderation of tone and a freedom from 
ell exciting ad tHftandsegi appeals, it is an un- 
ambitious and perspicuous account of public af- 
fairs, announcing an unprecedented state of 
prosperity and progress at home, and of peace 
and amity in our relations abroad." 

And again: 

"It is a new thing, and certainly a subject of 
congratulation, to rind the message of a Dem- 
ocratic President so free from appeals to t he pas- 
sions of the country, so simple, clear, and unos. 
testations in its exposition of the administrative 
concerns of the government, and so commenda- 
ble for the justness of sentiment touching inter- 
national rights and duties with which the mes- 
sage opens." 

It is impossible to oveirai e the salutary effects 
of such a paper in the present condition of the 
world, in its relations to our country, there is a 
distinctness of detail, a comprehensiveness if 
statement, and a convincing vindication of greit 
principles, which show how wisely and sagaci- 
ously the administration of public affairs has 
been conducted. Never before was the value of 
a government to a free people more eloquently 
portrayed. No abuses have been allowed to 
creep Into the respective departments. Each 
cabinet officer has devoted himself with impair- 
ing industry to his own high duties. We find 
the Treasury, in all its operations, laid open.be- 
fore the public eye. Economy and vigilance 
have been the prevailing elements in this im- 
portant branch of government. Fraud has been 
detected, extravagance arrested, the public debt 
reduced, the various checks upon the collection 
of the revenues strengthened and confirmed, and 
the independin 1 treasury, that great engine of 
safety, in the midst of expanding credits and 
general extravagance, (succeeded as they have 
been by general distress,) once more proved to 
our financial system and to the interest! of the 
people. 

The Navy Department has been no less suc- 
cessfully and carefully conducted; and we shall 
await the report of the Secretary with deep 
interest. In regard to the increase of our naval 
marine, the President has struck a chord of 
popular feeling that will, we hope, soon.be re- 
sponded to by Congress. This is a point upon 
which intense solicitude is felt, and we can add 
nothing to the strong and conclusive reasoning 
that marks this portion of the message. The 
same may be said of the bold and seasonable 
suggestions in regard to the Department of 
War. 

Our post office system is becoming a subject 
of protound interest; and as it effects the im- 
mediate personal interests of the citizens in a 
greater degree, perhaps than that of any other de- 
partment, we hope the various suggestions of 
the Postmaster General, sustained as they are 
by the endorsement of the Executive, will be 
promptly responded toby the people's represen- 
tatives. 

The Interior Department, so far as it is refer- 
red to by the President, and in view of the re- 
port of the Secretary, opens a wide field for ob- 
servation and reflection. Thepublic land sys- 
tem, the pension laws, the patent laws, and last, 
though not least, our relations with the Indians, 
will constitute topics for future discussion in 
these columns. 

But if the American heart palpitates with 
emotions of joy at the prosperous condition of 
our growing country-— at its progress in All the 
arts of peace — at the gratifying results which 
have rewarded a watchful administration of 
the government — anil at the preparations that 
are suggested to meet our future necessities, and 
to arm us for the constantly occurring exigen- 
cies of these trying times — these sensations will 
be elevated and increased when we recur to the 
tone of the message in regard to our foreign rela- 
tions. It would be an ungracious talk to mingle 
with this view of the ine-sage any reference 
whatever to the wretched criticisms of mere 
partizans; and we shall leave that task in the 
nope that we may not be called upon to return 
to it: for, if ever there was a satisfactory recapit- 
ulation of earnest, unceasing and patriotic la- 
bors, to make our name honored among the na- 
tions of the earth, and to repel the interference 
of ambitious princes in our own affairs, it has 
been under the administration of Franklin 
Pierce. To prove this, triumphant facts have 
been, and will be presented. Statesmen like 
the veteran Marcy, who-e experience guarantees 
that his high duties will be safely discharged, 
KM not apt to be misled by wild doctrines on the 
one hand, or by childish fears on the other. — 
The spirit of the inaugural message of the Presi- 
dent, so universally approved, has not, it will 
be perceived, been lost sight of for a single mo- 
ment; and men who have for the last year been 
reading the unfounded complaints of an aatago- 
nistie pre-s, will be surprised to find how Jitile 
those who have maligned the present adminis- 
tration for timidity or neglect in regard to our 
intercourse with foreign nations, -were authori- 
zed to speak from a knowledge of the facts. — 
Whether we recall the treaty with Mexico — the 
treaty with England — the treaty with Russia — 
the treaty with China — or the efforts made and 
making in every part of the globe to advance 
the interests and to protect the honor of the na- 
tion — we shall seek in vain for any just occasion 
or eensufV The days and nights of toil given 
to this greet work have not been interrupted, it 
would seem, by uncharitable complaints, but, 
in defiance of these complaints, have produced 
a very harvest of advantages, upon which the 
masses may rest in proud confidence that their 
welfare is in safe and experienced hands. But 
this subject is one too full of interest to be treat- 
ed upon in a single article. 

The effect upon other nations of tho 1 " present 
message, will he anxiously observed. At a mo- 
ment win n. he civilized world is disturbed by 
wasting wars and grave apprehensions, Frank 
lin Pierce, the Chief Magistrate of the American 
republic, unfolds a picture of happiness, equity 
progress and peace, at once a cau-e of gratitude 
to ourselves as a free people, and the evidence 
of the success of those principles of government 
which are at the basis of free institutions upi 
this continent. Standing off from the conflicts 
of ambitious rulers and the sufferings of those 
they oppress, and moving calmly in the orbit 
of our great de-tiny, we leave ourexampleto do 
'its irresistible work upon other nations, and in- 
tervene only by that peaceful and conquering 
Contrast which has made this country the beacon 
light to the oppressed in every clime, and the 
source of dread to every monarch that wielojl 
his power in defiance of the laws of (Jod and 
the rights of man.

Linseed Cakes. — Some time since we alluded 1 
to the high estimation in which the British far- 
men held oi!-cake as food for stock, particular- 
ly for fattening beef and mutton, while its im- 
portance has been almost entirely overlooked by 
our own farmers. Until the present season the 
sale of oil-cakc in this market, for home con- 
sumption, has not exceeded 40 or 50 Ions a year, 
and this has been principally fed by dairymen 
of foreign education. 

We are pleased to learn that our farmers are 
now beginning to appreciate its value. The 
sales at the mill in this city the present season, 
we are informed, average i% tons a day. It is 
chiefly bought by the enterprising farmers of 
Fayette, Bourbon, Woodford, and Scott coun- 
ties, some of whom have taken 10, 20, and 30 
tons each; others have bought in smaller quan- 
tities by way of experiment. It is the most con- 
centrated and nutritious of all the kinds'of food 
; Not more than from 2 to 4 lbs. should be given 
! to each head of cattle a day, and this should 
; be mixed with the meal and other grain and be 
I thoroughly incorporated with cut hav or straw. 
| It greatly improves the healthy condition of the 
I skin, and gives the coat a tine, sleek appearance, ; 
while it fattens most rapidlv. 

The supply of beef Cattle in the United States 
is constantly falling off, and hence prices must 
rule high, for a Ion-' time to come; and, while 
oil c ike can be bought for one-quarter or one- 
third the price it will bring in England, it is 
folly to suffer it to go to feed British cattle and 
to enrich British soil. 

Wheat bran has long been a favorite food for 
stock with many. It is now selling at about 
$30 per ton, while its comparative value is not 
i one-tenth that of oil-cake. As a general article 
, of food, Boussingault estimates nine pounds of 

bran only equal to ten pounds of prime hav. 

j With the present improvements in flouring mills 
the bran is but little more than the outer inein- 
I branc of the wheat. It is valuable, however, at 
I certain times, when fed to horses and other ani- 
; mals, on account of the lexativc effect it pro- 
duces. It also contains a large amount of bone 
earth, which renders it valuable for milch cows 
and calves; but used as it frequently is, about 
cities and towns, as almost the exclusive food 
for cows, it is the least economical of any kind 
of fodder. — Lou. Jour.
